The Angeles forest alone has more 
than 7UU permits issued for summer home and permanent 
camp purposes. The lorests are public property anu should 
be so administered as to afford tue greatest possible good 
to the greatest number of people, iiiat means mat “old 
worn” sucli as existing trails, firebreaks, etc., suould be 
kept m good condition, and a reasonable amount of new 
work, or extensions, done every year. There seems to be 
a tendency to slight the oid work in favor of the uow. i or 
instance, on some of the most used trails and impoi taut 
tirebreaks in this region no work appears to have been .lone 
tins season, it lias been suggested mat the reason lor tins 
is that new worn makes a more spectacular showing than 
upkeep work. Cabin owners and others interested should 
make themselves heard. Let the iorest service officials feel 
me demand lor protection to existing improvements. That 
is the least that can be claimed m consideration ol me large 
revenue paid in lor cabin and camp leases.
